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DETAILED ACTION 

Oa th/Declara tion 

1 . The oath or declaration is defective. A new oath or declaration in compliance 

with 37 CFR 1 .67(a) identifying this application by application number and filing date is 

required. See MPEP §§ 602.01 and 602.02. 

The oath or declaration is defective because: 

It was not executed in accordance with either 37 CFR 1 .66 or 1 .68. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings filed August 13, 2003 are objected to because the drawings do not 
comply with 37 Code of Federal Regulations 1 .84(o) in that as few words as possible 
should be used in the drawings. Corrected drawing sheets are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement 
drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version 
of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of 
an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be 
canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and 
where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes 
made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. 
Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the 
remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in 
the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the 
drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be 
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notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

3. The replacement sheet of drawings filed September 10, 2003 have not been 
approved in that the replacement sheet does not comply with the revised amendment 
practice effective July 30, 2003. The sheet should have been labeled "Replacement 
Sheet".

Annotated Drawing Sheets 

A marked-up copy of any amended drawing figure, including annotations indicating the 
changes made, may be submitted or required by the examiner. The annotated drawing 
sheets must be clearly labeled as "Annotated Marked-up Drawings" and accompany the 
replacement sheets. 



Timing of Corrections 
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Applicant is required to submit acceptable corrected drawings within the time period set 
in the Office action. See 37 CFR 1.85(a). Failure to take corrective action within the set 
period will result in ABANDONMENT of the application. 

If corrected drawings are required in a Notice of Allowability (PTOL-37), the new 
drawings MUST be filed within the THREE MONTH shortened statutory period set for 
reply in the "Notice of Allowability." Extensions of time may NOT be obtained under the 
provisions of 37 CFR 1 .136 for filing the corrected drawings after the mailing of a Notice 
of Allowability. 



4. It is suggested that applicant amend the drawings by adding reference 
characters (numerals are preferred) which point out parts of the invention shown in the 
drawings. Note the use of reference characters in figures 1-17 of patent 4,453,483. 
See 37 Code of Federal Regulations 1 .84(p) with regard to use of reference characters. 

Specification 

5. It is suggested that applicant amend the detailed description of the specification 
to add reference characters (numerals are preferred) which point out the parts of the 
invention. Note the use of reference characters in the detailed description of the 
invention of patent 4,453,483. The reference characters used in the specification 
should correlate to those used in the drawings. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



6. Claims 1-4 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
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manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

7. Regarding claims 2-4, the phrase "such as" renders the claims indefinite because 
it is unclear whether the limitations following the phrase are part of the claimed 
invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

8. Regarding claims 1-4, the structure or limitations within parentheses renders the 
claims indefinite because it is unclear whether the limitations within the parentheses are 
part of the claimed invention. See MPEP § 21 73.05(d). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

9. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

10. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by GB 2 234 
723. 

Note the blades 1 . Note the track rods 4 controlling the pitch of the blades.

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Liggett is cited to show rectangular shaped sails 8. Shallenberger is cited to 
show vane sails 21 . French 2 559 449 is cited to show sails 3.
